The City Elections Under the New 
Charter. 


We take it for granted that the new 
charter will be adopted im a day or two. 
There is but one disagreement between 
the Senate and the House, which should 
be arranged without difficulty. That re- 
lates to the constitutionality of the police 
clauses. The House has rejected the 
amendment ot the Senate which provided 
tor a speedy decision of the question. It can 
hardly be expected that the Police Com- 
missioners, who claim to be in office under 
an act of the Legislature, will give up their 
positions until the constitutionality of the 
charter clauses are established. Aud. 
meantime, are we in Louisville to be sad- 
died with the expenses of two sets of po- 
lice? Are not our expenditures heavy 
enough without heving to pay $50,000 for 
this test? It does seem that some ar- 
rangement ought to be made by which 
the confusion and expense of two 
police forces may be avoided. And the 
Legislature in some way can do this. Let 
the same police be employed by the Mayor 
and the Police Commissioners under their 
joint authority until a test case can be sub- 
mitted, which ought not to require more 
than ten days’ time, if the Legislature will 
pass an act autherizing such a case to be 
taken up in the Common Pleas Court with- 
out delay and thence to the Court of Ap- 
peals without any of the delays whuch 
intervene. So m twenty days the 
case could be argued and decided. Some 
of our lawyers wunbesitatingly pro- 
nounce the charter clauses defective, ms 
similar provisions were pronounced void 
in the case of Speed and Worthington vs. 
Crawford. Be this as it may, it us essen- 
tial tor the interests of the city that the 


question should be speedily settled, and, 


that proper action should now be taken by 
the Legislature to provide for it. 

The charter provides for an election 
next Saturday week, unless the Legisla- 
ture should see fit to postpone it. Before 
that date the Fiiteenth amendment will 
be declared by the Radical Congress a 
part of the Constitution. The charter 
makes no limitation of suffrage, and the 
negroes thus enfranchised will vote at the 
March election. The Radicals claim to be 
the exclusive friends of the colored man 
and seek to secure bis tutelage and support 
by all the means known to the demagogue. 
They have the machinery of secret socie- 
ties in which to organize and to amuse 
the deluded colored citizens, who will thus 
be made to pull the chestnuts out of the 
fire for those skillful white leaders who 
eagerly but complacently take the front 
seats and intend to have the spoils, if any 
there are. Taking the assertions of these 
white leaders to be true, and basing our 
calculations thereupon, the negro vote of 
Louisville will be 4,000; the white Rad- 
icals 1,500; Radical strength, 5,500. The 
vote for Seymour and Blair was not quite 
8,900. We give these figures in order to 
demonstrate a certain fact. If the negro 
vote is thrown compactly, as claimed, it 
will require a compact vote of the Demo- 
cratic party to carry the entire city as well 


as the various wards. In the Filth, Sixth, | 


Seventh, Eighth and Ninth wards there 
will be a heavy negro vote; 
of them reaching 400. A division in any 
of these wards upon a multiplicity of can- 
didates will secure the selection of Radi- 
cal, it not negro, members of the Common 
Council.

The Guadiana River. 

The British army,when it advanced on Ta!- 
evara and fought that celebrated battle which 
was followed by a retreat into the plains of 
Estremadura, lost more men by the malarial

died by thousands. A1 Europe believed that 
the invading army was extirpated.
